Society; becauſe Government was inſtituted 
for 2 Preſervation and the Good of Mankind, 
And it would be impoſſible for any Govern- 
ment to ſubſiſt long, where its Laws are vio- 
lated and contemn'd, and its Ordinances are 
broke thro and neglected. Laws and Ordi- 
nances were deſign'd as Rules and Diretti- 
ons for all Men's Obedience and Submiſſion ; 
and therefore do deſervedly claim their 
Notice and Obſervation of them. Otherwiſe, 
if we had no Laws, we ſhould be a giddy 
Multitude, toſſed to and fro with the 
Fluctuation of our irregular Paſſions, and e- 
very Man doing what ad beſt in his own 
Eyes ; and like the Waves of the Sea, raging 
and uncertain, when driven by fierce Winds; 
ſo that it is neceſſary for all People to be 
obedient to the Laws, for the Preſervation of 
Peace, and to prevent Confuſion in the Land. 

Ts it not the Happineſs of 4 People to have 
good Laws to be govern'd by? And pray, 
where in the World are there Laws more ex- 
cellent than our own?
